PARR PREPARES 
FOR COMING OF 
FORD COMPANY 


That the confidence of Rich- 
mond city officials and = citizens 
has. not been misplaced in Fred 


Parr, is shown by the remarkable 
development that has attended 
preparations for the coming of the 
national automobile concern of 
Henry Ford. 

To enumerate 
changes which have taken place 
since the Parr lease was signed 
on October 18, 1926 would be to 
show with what energy the Parr 
organization has taken up the 
tremendous task of pushing Rici- 
mond affairs to the front among 
the seriously competitive conii- 
tions which now exist upon the 
Pacific Coast, where growing cen- 
ters are reaching out to get an 
hold the industries seeking west 
ern locations. 

Even while 


the imporiant 


negotiations be- 
tween Richmond and the Parr 
company were under way Parr 
was working with the Ford com- 
pany to land the big western plan: 
for Richmond. Definite word cf 
the acceptance by the Ford com- 
pony of the Richmond site was 
telegraphed from Detroit on De- 
cember 18, 1926, and immediately 
the machinery was set in motion 
to provide the things required for 
the Ford prosposition.

This is also true of other 
large industries now looking Over 
the . field. Parr has gained the | 
confidence of these: major in 
dustrieg by his ability to under- 
stand their needs ahd gain the 
action .which results in meeting | 
them.

With the tendency of mod- 
ern manufacturing toward vessels 
‘of large draught, a harbor wheih 
provides an adequate depth will 
With all the haste pos- 
sible Richmond harbor ig being 
put into condition to meet the 
ioe of all world-wide shipping. 

Plans for all the deepening 
- ork now being done on the har- 
{bor have been approved in detail 
‘by Major Schulz and have been 
laccepted by the government en- 
gineers at Washington. 

While the work now possible 
without delay is being dong the 
city is preparing to vote bonds of 
$640,000 for the dredging of the 
harbor to a depth of 32 feet 
and the widening of the channel 
from 200 to 400 feet with a depth 
also of 32 feet. This would meet 
all competitive conditions for 
shipping and would put Richmond 
on an equality with all ports in 
its outreach for industries requir- 
ing heavy shipping. 

As soon as this city has voted 
the bonds which show its bona 
fide intention of continuing its 
harbor program the federal goy- 
ernment will be asked to survey 
for the new plans and approval 
of the government will be soguht 
for the new harbor proposals. It 
is helieved that there will. be a 
strong argument in behalf of the 
new harbor program if the city 
ean point out it already has the 
;jmoney to put up with the govern- 
;ment money for the work. 

In all its efforts to fulfill the 
obligations of its position ag oe- 
cupying a place of stragetie im- 
ppertamcs in commerce and indus- 
itry the city of Richmond has had , 
‘the warm cooperation of Can-— 
Bressman Curry who was jon- 
‘ored at yesterday’s luncheon. Con- 
gressman Curry has watched in all 
its phases the progress of Rich- 
mond’s measures through Con- 
fress and through the hands of 
federal engineers and the univer- 
{sal respect for his judgment in
